Vlutesal Trenton, N. J., was visited 
by a Journal representative last 
week. This school was established 
a little over twelve years ago, but 
in thai short lime has risen among 
the best in (he country. Principal 
Weston Jenkins is an earnesl 

worker for the education of the 

deal, and the Stale of New Jersey 

is to lie congratulated in having 

him al the helm of the Stale School 

for the Deaf. Of late there have 

been Idle rumors, circulated by 
some mischievous person, whose 
Intent is to do che efficient principal 

harm, lo the effect thai he lias re 
signed. I wish here lo correct all 

such rumors, so thai the friends of 
Prof. Weston Jenkins may feel at 
case .iiioni ihe matter. Almost 
from the beginning of the establish- 
ment of this young hut progressive 

school, certain persons, whose names 
ihe w liter deems il best lo w ilh 
hold, have used almost all kinds of 
methods known to them, to cause 

trouble in one way or another for 

those at the head of the school.

Beyond this room arc the cutting 
room and the slock room, both com- 
pletely lined up with apparatus and

southerly of the rooms on this side is 
for instructing in drawing and 
in kindergarten work under the 
tuition of Mrs. t' ranees II.

Drawing is taught, not as an accom- 
plishment, but as a means of men- 
tal development and of manual 
I raining.

the deaf, one in which Ihe con- 
structive work in paper or in plastic 
material leads directly to the na- 
tural use of language. The objects

to say about them. The teacher 
guides this thought fresh from the 
child's mind, moulding it into the 
forms of English words, which thus 
become vastly more real and familiar 
to the Child than When learned as a 
task.

The I mild ing throughout is plumb 
ed in the most careful manner and 
in accordance with the best sanitary 
rules. Hot and cold water aie free- 
ly introduced where needed and the 

fixtures are everywhere of the best 

quality for service. This work was 
done by Messrs. !•'. S. Kat/.enbach 
A ( ... , of Trenton, who also furnish 

ed the machinery and tools for the 
carpentry department. 

Power for the machinery is fur 
nislied by a ten horse-power engine 
in the basement of t he engine house, 

and is transmitted by a line of 
shafting dow 11 ihe centre of the 

building, thence by countershaft to 
the places Where needed. 

Ill the w hole lilting up of the 

building the same thoroughness is 

discernible. Kven the minor lit 
lings, as hinges and the like, arc of 
the verj best, and if the brick 
walls in the work rooms arc ex 
posed, il is not al all on Ihe ground 
of economy, but because this is 
considered more in keeping with 
I lie purpose of Ihe rooms than a 
finish in plaster or wood. In shorl, 

ihe Board have spared no expense 
and ihe Building Committee have

If quietude, total immunity from 
VOCal discord, and a sense of com-
